Potential  Inpact  on  Physical  Environment — 

1.  Water  - The  effect  of  sewage  disposal  devices  on  vTater  quality  is  untno^'/n  ' 
at  this  time.  A detailed  report  prepared  by  a hydrogeo  legist  discussing 
the  effect  of  sewage  disposal  on  water  quality  is  forthcoming. 

2.  Aesthetics  - Whenever  an  agricultural  property  is  subdivided  into  suburban 
tracts,  a visual  impact  will  result.  To  miniinize  this  impact  utilities 
will  be  placed  underground.  Due  to  the  gentle  topography  of  the  land  no 
unsightly  cuts  and  fills  will  be  necessary  for  road  construction. 

Potential  Impact  on  Human  Environment — 

3.  transportation  - 1'?hen  the  subdivision  is  fully  completed,  there  will  be  an 
impact  on  existing  roads  in  the  area.  Eighty- four  families  are  expected 
to  live  in  the  subdivision.  Assuming  that  three  Average  Daily  Trips  (ADT) 

fainily  will  be  made  to  Dillon,  this  would  be  a total  of  252  ADT  to 
Dillon.  A doiAle  lane  paved  road  is  currently  within  0.5  mile  of  the  sub- 
^i^ision.  This  road  would  be  the  main  access  to  Dillon.  There  is  currently 
a single  lane  bridge  on  this  route  across  the  Beaverhead  River  about  0.5 
mile  north  of  the  Dillon  City  Limits.  There  is  an  alternate  route  v/hich  is 
west  of  this  route  and  uses  old  Highway  91.  This  route  is  slightly  longer 
but  does  avoid  crossing  the  single  lane  bridge.
